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Town marks 94th Veterans Day ceremony

AGAWAM — A crowd of veter- 
ans and civilians gathered Monday, 
Nov. 11 at Veterans Green on Main 
Street to honor and remember the 
men and women who have served 
— and continue to serve — their 
country in the Armed Forces. 

The annual Veterans Day cer- 
emony, organized by the Aga- 
wam Veterans Council, attracted a 
crowd of more than 50 people in- 
cluding local and state politicians 
and members of American Legion 
Post 135 in Agawam. 

The town’s 94th Veterans Day 
observance began at 10:45 a.m. 
with the singing of the National 
Anthem. Following that, and an 
invocation by Rev. Tomasz Pawel 
Parzynski of St. John the Evange- 
list Church, Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen addressed the crowd. 

To open his comments, Cohen 
cited a posting he saw on Face- 
book recently. 

“Thanksgiving is a day when 
we pause to give thanks for all that 
we have, while Veterans Day is a 
day when we pause to give thanks 
to the people who fought for the 
things we have, ” Cohen recited. 


The purpose of joining together 
for ceremonies honoring veterans, 
he said, is to thank them for their 
service and devotion to their coun- 
try. 

“Whether they served in time of 
war or peace, America’s veterans 
all share a common bond -— their 
unwavering belief in the cause of 
freedom, a belief so strong that 
they are willing to give their lives, 
if need be, in its defense.” 

Cohen acknowledged that there 
are tangible ways that people can 
acknowledge the sacrifices veter- 
ans have made. 

“The easiest is to simply say, 
‘Thank you for what you have 
done for our country, for keeping 
us safe and free,” he said, after 
which he urged the crowd to al- 
ways respect the 22 million vet- 
erans nationwide. “God bless our 
veterans every day.” 

Likewise, Agawam _ Veterans 
Agent Richard J. Girard Jr., ex- 
pressed gratitude toward veterans. 
He lamented that only one day is 
set aside to honor vets each year, 
citing the heroism of an Agawam 
native who, for the last four years, 
has undergone treatment at Walter 
Reed National Military Medical 
Center for injuries he sustained in 


a helicopter crash. 

He also pointed to the heroism 
displayed at the Boston Marathon 
bombing in April, when people 
— many with military or combat 
experience — rushed in “without 
thinking twice” to help others. 

“Tf it wasn’t for our military 
people, the Boston Marathon 
bombings and horrific events like 
9/11 would happen on a weekly 
basis, and we only get one day to 
honor them,’ Girard said. 

But today, simply thanking a 
veteran for service isn’t enough, 
he added. 

“Keep them in your thoughts 
and prayers. Ask God to bless 
these men and women who give 
us the freedom to do what we do,” 
he said. 

State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldy- 
ga, R-Southwick, stopped by the 
Agawam ceremony following the 
Southwick Veterans Day ceremo- 
ny. He said the first step to sup- 
porting veterans is showing up to 
events to honor them. 

“Tt’s important we show support 
for our troops,’ Boldyga said fol- 
lowing the ceremony. “That means 
taking time off from work or sim- 
ply making an effort to be visible 
to support them,” he said.

Grassroots success 


New council, school committee 
members celebrate election win

AGAWAM — Voters in Aga- 
wam last week chose a new mem- 
ber for both the city council and 
school committee, in both cases 
unseating longstanding _ politi- 
cians. 

For Feeding Hills resident An- 
thony Suffriti, the third time was 
the charm this year, as he was 
elected to take the place of outgo- 
ing City Councilor Robert Ma- 
govern in January. 

Suffriti, who is vice president 
of operations at Alert Ambulance 


Service Inc, was elected Nov. 5 
with 2,415 votes to Magovern’s 
2,368 votes. This year marked his 
third turn as a council candidate 
on the ballot, he said. 

The first time he ran, he came 
in 13th. Last election two years 
ago, he came in as runner-up. 

He called this election bid a 
“grassroots effort,’ because he 
managed to win the seat without 
spending any money. 

“T did it by hitting the roads,” he 
said. ““We went door to door [and] 
we put out flyers.”

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BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, joined his colleagues in the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives this 
week to pass the 2013 Valor Act II, which 
builds on existing legislation to expand op- 
portunities and services for military person- 
nel, veterans and their families. 

The legislation provides increased prop- 
erty tax relief and enhances employment, 
educational and healthcare support services. 
It also establishes a home modification pro- 
gram for veterans to help individuals stay in 
their homes and function independently.

The legisla- 
ture is committed to supporting our veterans 
and I am proud to stand with our valued mili- 
tary men and women,’ said Boldyga. “I was 
honored to have attended Veterans Day ser- 
vices in Agawam, Southwick and the Mas- 
sachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery in 
Agawam and share this news.”

AGAWAM — Residents will have the 
opportunity to weigh in on future recre- 
ational needs with a special Open Space 
and Recreation Survey, now available on- 
line. The deadline to complete the survey 
is Saturday, Nov. 30. 

Town officials are currently in the pro- 
cess of updating the 2006 Open Space 
and Recreation Plan. According to Deb- 
orah Dachos, director of Planning and 
Community Development, Massachu- 
setts communities are required to prepare 
and update open space and recreation 
plans every five years. Once approved 
by the state, cities and towns are eligible 
for federal and state open space and rec- 
reation funding. Agawam has received 
$500,000 in Urban Self-Help funds for 
Phase I of the School Street Park project 
and $400,000 in PARRC grant funds for 
Phase II of School Street Park.

five: three that they’ve held for decades and 
two newer seats in front of their original. 
The reason? Their growing family is also in 
love with racing. 

“At the time when you got your tickets, 
you had them for two years,” Cynthia Olson 
explained. “You could not get a better seat 
until after two years and then you could re- 
seat. So when we did the reseating, we had 
our daughter come with us; we had three 
seats. We just bought two more.” 

“Our children are hooked and now, so are 
our grandchildren,” said Bob Olson, who re- 
cently took his 5-year-old grandson, Andrew, 
to his first race to meet Jimmie Johnson, who 
drives the No. 48 Lowe’s Chevrolet SS for 
Hendrick Motorsports. 

“He watches with my husband and he just 
decided this is something he is into,’ Cyn- 
thia Olson said. “He can tell you the stats of 
people, what place they’re in ... If you give 
him the number, he can tell you the racer. 
He’s picked up on this.” 

This year, Bob Olson surprised his grand- 
son with not only a visit to the racetrack, but 
the opportunity to meet a racer. 

“Being first in line to meet Jimmie John- 
son was incredible for him,” said Cynthia Ol- 
son. Johnson gave the children in attendance 
little wooden cars to build (Andrew had as- 
sistance from Bob Olson, she said). Once the 
cars were ready, Johnson autographed them 
for the kids. 

Earlier this month, the couple were given 
their own surprise: they were named “Fans 
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Feeding Hills couple become part of Daytona racing history 


of Steel” by Daytona International Speed- 
way, and were invited to the racetrack Nov. 6 
for a special ceremony. There, they became 
a part of history by signing an actual steel 
beam that will be used to construct a new 
front stretch at the speedway as art of the 
$400 million Daytona Rising Development 
Project. They also met with Daytona Presi- 
dent Joie Chitwood III, and were strapped 
into a stock car for hot laps and a tour of the 
construction site.

The changes include three new concourse 
levels for fans that will span the frontstretch, 
five expanded and redesigned fan entrances, 
new social areas throughout the frontstretch 
with dozens of video screens so fans never 
miss the on-track action; 14 new elevators 
and 40 new escalators, and over 60 new 
trackside suites. 

New, stadium style seating will also be 
added, said Bob Olson. 

“To have [my family] comfortable makes 
it a much more enjoyable experience,’ he 
said. 

Cynthia said the entire “Fan of Steel” ex- 
perience was “an incredible opportunity” for 
the couple. 

After doing “hot laps” in a stock car 
around the track — during which they were 
moving at roughly 130 or 140 miles per hour 
— Cynthia said she has a whole new under-

Suffriti said he was able to connect with 
residents this year when his youngest daugh- 
ter, Gabrielle, 12, played for the Agawam 
Youth Football team.

His positive experi- 
ence in town made him want to step up to 
help future generations.

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Public Market now open in Feeding Hills

Andy Patel moved to Feeding Hills from 
Melbourne, Australia, to follow a dream of 
opening his own community market. 

Patel, a trained chef with a background in 
continental and Italian food, purchased the 
Feeding Hills Public Market in July 2013. 
The store officially opened under his owner- 
ship Aug. 28. 

“T want the community to have access to 
the best things because it helps make their 
lives better.

Two months of renovations brought the 
long-time community store located at 656 
Springfield St. back to life. The shop around 
the corner now looks like a miniature super- 
market. The front entrance was reworked to 
include a handicap accessible ramp and the 
new floors and equipment inside sparkle as 
bright as his smile.
